DECLARATION OF SCOTT L. VANCE AND CHARLES C. HUNT 

As below named inventors, we hereby declare as follows: 

1 ) Not later than November 1 5, 1 999, we conceived an invention tentatively entitled "Lens 
Apparatus for Camera Phone." The invention was conceived while we were employed at 
Ericsson Inc. An Invention Disclosure describing our invention was prepared not later than 
January 1 1 , 2000. A copy of that Invention Disclosure is attached as Exhibit 1 . The internal 
tracking number initially assigned to this Invention Disclosure was EUS03822-RMOT, but 
was subsequently changed to P1 1 740(US1 )-BMOT. 

2) Our invention was approved for patenting by Ericsson Inc. in or around March 2000, and the 

Invention Disclosure was forwarded to an outside patent counsel working with Ericsson Inc. 
on or about March 27, 2000, with a request to prepare and file a patent application. A copy 
of the corresponding instruction cover letter to the patent counsel is attached as Exhibit 2 
hereto. 

3) A draft patent application covering our invention was prepared by patent counsel and sent to 

us for comments on or about June 16, 2000. A copy of the corresponding cover letter is 
attached hereto as Exhibit 3. Revisions to the application were subsequently made to 
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incorporate additional embodiments not described in the original disclosure. A final draft of 
the application was sent to us by patent counsel on July 26, 2000. A copy of the cover 
letter is attached as Exhibit 4. The application was filed with the U.S.P.T.O. on or about 
August 2, 2000, receiving U.S. Application Serial No. 09/631,175. 

4) The invention claimed in U.S. Application Serial No. 09/631 ,175, of which we are named 
inventors, was conceived no later than November 15, 1999. Between November 15, 1999 
and January 1 1 , 2000, we created the computer models of the invention that are contained 
in the invention disclosure to demonstrate one exemplary design of the invention. 

5) The application assigned Serial No. 09/631,175 was pursued with reasonable diligence from 
the date of conception until the filing of the application on or about August 2, 2000. 

We hereby declare that all statements made herein of our own knowledge are true and 
that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true, and further that these 
statements were made with the knowledge that willful false statements and the like so made are 
punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under §1001 of Title 18 of the United States Code 
and that such willful false statements may jeopardize the validity of the application or any patent 
issued thereon.
